The Spanish Expedition. Since our last, certain iatel- 
ligence from the Spasish expedition agaiast Mezico has 
been received. As has been anticipated by some persons 
who have narrowly watched the course of evests ia the 
Mexicac republic, the Spaniards have aot only effected 
their landing without but have had additions to 
their ranks from the troops of the Mexicans themecives. 

Capt. Crothers, of the schr. Spartan, arrived at Balti- 
more, in 12 days from Havana, reports that a few days 
before he sailed, all the transports which had been engag- 
ed in coaveying the Spanish troops to the Mexican coast, 
with the exception of the Bingham, which had been driv- 
en into New-Orieans, had returned. Capt. C. conversed 
with the Captains of the transports, many of whom were 
Americans, whe informed him that the troops had all safe- 
ly disembarked upon the Mexican coast—one half of the 
number within the ber of Tampico, agd the rest about six 
miles below the city, amounting in the whole to 3300 men. 
Immediately after the landing of the troops, a body of 
‘Mexican cavalry to the number of 400 marched down to 
the shore with the colours of the Republic flying —but up- 
on approaching the encampment they hoisted the Span: 
ish fag and joined the invading forces. The Spanish 
Commander presented to each of the soldiers a doubloon, 
and paid the amount of the arrears due them by the Mez- 
ican Goverament. The schr. Hound, had been chartered 
by the Spanish authorities and was to be despatched to 
New-Orieans to transport to Tampico the crew of the ves-
